What’s new? Well, at Broome 

Community College, there are 
a number of new academic 
developments for the fall 
semester. For example: 

e 3 new degree programs will 
be offered -- Individual Studies, 
Industrial Hygiene and Occu- 
pational Safety, Office Services 
Assistant. 

e 5 new degree emphases will 
be offered—banking, insur- 
ance, real estate, computer 
science, mental health and 
retardation. 

e A BCC Service Center is 
planned to be operating in 
Greene in Chenango County. 

e An Early Admissions Pro- 
gram for qualified students 
irom Susquehanna Valley High 
School to take BCC courses. 

The Individual Studies Pro- 
gram is designed to give 
students more flexibility in 
creating their programs, as 
they can take any of BCC’s 
existing courses and structure 
them into individualized de- 
gree offerings that are not now 
available at the college. 

The Industrial Safety and 
Occupational Hygiene degree 
is aimed at small businesses 
for which it is impractical to 
hire a full-time person to be in 
charge of conforming with 
federal regulations for noise 
and air pollution, as well as 
OSHA specifications (Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Act). 
They could send employees to 
BCC, where they could earn 
this degree as part-time stu- 
dents in the evening. 

Early indications are that 
there is interest in this kind of 
program from small business- 
es, industry, industrial nurses 
and unions. 

The Office Services Assistant 
program will prepare a person

In the face of declining 
enrollment in community coll- 
eges throughout New York 
State, Broome Community 
College is running 5% ahead of 
last year in the number of 
applications received for ad- 
mission this fall. 

The statewide figures, which 
come from the State Univer- 
sity Admissions Processing 
Center for Community Col- 
leges, show a 12.5% decline in 
applications in the SUNY 
community colleges that are 
served by the center.

Broome Community College 
has recently completed formal 
agreements with 10 private 
four-year colleges to permit 
graduates to transfer with full 
credits into junior-year status.

Almost 1200 students have 
enrolled in credit courses at 
Broome Community College 
during the current Summer 
Session. The exact total is 1197, 
which constitutes a 17% in- 
crease over last year’s 1024. 
The Summer Session this year 
includes a few courses being 
given at the Whitney Point 
High School, in response to 
a request to start an experi- 
mental group of courses there. 


In addition, a couple of 
hundred other students started 
taking non-credit, mini courses 
in mid-July. 





Most of the students are

NEW MOTTO 


A new motto for the State

The Summer Session at BCC 
is devised in such a way as to 
enable students to have their 
afternoons free (as the courses 
are given in the morning or 
evening) and to take a whole 
year’s work in the 10-week 
period. 


Two 5-week semesters run 
consecutively to permit this, 
and since courses are given 
four days a week one can 
compress an entire semester 
of work into the 5-week period.

Then he called upon the 
spouses of the graduates to be 
so spotlighted . . . and then the 
aunts and uncles . . . and 
finally the children of the 
graduates. 

Hadley S. DePuy, the deputy 


; commissioner for higher and 


professional education in the 
State Education Department, 
was the principal speaker, and 
he delivered a moving address 
on the theme ‘Never, never 
give up.” 

He spoke with great feeling of 
a personal incident in Biloxi, 
Miss., during the turbulent 
days of racial unrest in the 
1950’s. Waiting on the platform 
of the railroad station, he was 
approached by three big, 
drunken whites who asked him 


provocatively if he were a 
Northerner. With mounting 
apprehension, he replied, 
Vac 


They then followed up with 
the dreaded question, ‘“‘Are you 
a nigger lover?” 

“J was scared, alone and 
awfully far from home,”’’ 
DePuy recalled. He hesitated, 
and as his potential assailants 
repeated the question, they 
also moved closer. “I was 
more scared than ever.” 

‘‘But then finally all the good 
things that I had learned 
throughout my life came to the 
fore,’ DePuy said. ‘‘And I 
gave them my answer 
‘Yes.’ ”? 

He had nearly given up in this 
tense situation, DePuy noted. 
But in the end he didn’t. 

“T hope that this incident and 
what it represents will remain 
firmly etched in your minds,” 
he told the graduates, ‘‘so that 
whenever this kind of question 
is put to you, you will also be 
able to say yes. 

“That’s what this fine college 
and this fine community have 
tried to contribute to your 
upbringing . . . in addition to 
teaching you the skills you 
have learned in the classrooms 
and the laboratories.”’ 


824 Grads 
And 53% 
Are Women 


The Class of 1978 numbered 
824 graduates to make it the 
third largest in BCC history. 
The 824, moreover, brought to 
12,955 the total number of 
students who have graduated 
from the college since it 


opened its doors to students in ; 


the fall of 1947. 

Furthermore, there were 
some interesting sidelights and 
highlights about the graduates: 

e Following a recent trend, 
53% of the 824 were women 
and 47% of them were men. 

e Students ran the gamut in 
age from 18 all the way up to 
D0: 

e 11% of the graduates are 
age 30 or over, with 27 of them 
40 and over, and 6 of them in 
their 50’s. 

e BCC is continuing to attract 
foreign students each year, a 
trend that is increasing. This 
year 4 natives of Viet Nam 
who are now residents of the 
United States were among the 
graduates. 

e A total of 87 graduates 
earned their degrees through 
the college’s Continuing Edu- 
cation program. This means 
they did most or all of their 
course work as_ part-time 
students taking evening 
courses over a period from 2 to 
29 years. 

e Some of the graduates are 
sons and daughters of previous 
graduates of the college, some 
aressons and daughters of the 
college’s faculty and staff 
members, and some _ are 
receiving an additional degree 
to go along with one earned 
earlier in a different field of 
study ... .

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$225,000 Renovation Program Under Way 


5 Curricula 
To Benefit from 


Added Facilities 


Five of Broome Community 
College’s curricula will be 
operating in enlarged facilities 
in the fall, as a $225,000 capital 
improvement program is being 
undertaken this summer 

Of this amount, $95,900 comes 
from a Federal grant, $65,090 
from the college sponsor 
(Broome County) and $65,090 
from New York State. 

Most of the activity is in the 
basement of the Business 
Building and the first floor of 
the Science Building. 

The space in the Science 
Building was made available 
by the move during the 
recently concluded 1977-78 
academic year of the Nursing 
and Medical Laboratory Tech- 
nology departments and labor- 
atories to the building at 901 
Front Street on the southeast 
tip of the campus. 

The, Dr. James. Tai vory 
Dental Hygiene Clinic will 
remain in the Science Building, 
where it is being enlarged and 
equipped with new, up-to-date 
dental chairs for the patients. 
The radiography area is aiso 
being improved and expanded 
to make it safer and more 
efficient. 

The Chemistry Department 
will now have a laboratory on 
the main floor of the Science 
Building. Two biology labs and 
a medical office laboratory 
have been moved from this 
building to make way for the 
new facilities. 

The half of the Business 
Building basement across the 
hall from the college’s Com- 
puter Center is being used to 
house the new quarters in that 
building. 

The Radiologic Technology 
Department and its shielded 
laboratories will, be in the 
south end of the basement, the 
Medical Record Technology 
area in the middle and the 
Medical Office Assistant De- 
partment at the north end.
